President Nixon has downgrad­ 
ed America’s energy shortage 
from a. crisis to a serious 
problem and predicted better 
days and shorter gasoline lines 
in the future. 
In sharp contrast. Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field said today the crisis still 
exists and called for immediate 
gasoline rationing. 
At a news conference Monday 
night, Nixon said, “the crisis 
has passed,” although, he said 
the problem remains. *Tt is a 
serious problem,” he added 
‘but it is one that can be dealt 
with and our goal of becoming 
independent in energy..is one 
that we can achieve.” 
Mansfield disagreed, saying 
he hoped some controls would 
be imposed and gasoline would 
be rationed nationally “on the 
basis of equity of all our 
people, the rich, the poor and 
the in-between.” 
“The lines at gas stations 
are still there,” Mansfield told 
reporters. “It's a matter of 
distribution but the shortage 
remains and so does the 
crisis.” 
Other energy related dtvelop- 
ments: 
—Ralph Nader said today the 
major oil 
companies were 
attempting 
to 
kill 
smaller 
competition at both wholesale 
and retail levels at the expense 
of the consumer. 
—AFL-CIO president George 
Meany said the labor federation

Raps Energy Bill 
Nixon said an Arab confer­ 
ence on the embargo was to 
have been held Feb. 14—as he 
had earlier predicted—but lack 
of cooperation among Arab 
leaders had killed it. 
“1 believe now, however, that 
they will get that cooperation, 
that the meeting will be held, 
and 1 believe that they will lift 
the embargo.” 
The President supported Wil­ 
liam E. Simon’s assessment 
that the embargo is effective 
and oil is not pouring through 
to Americans, despite a claim 
to the contrary made by the 
Shah of Iran. But Nixon refused 
to endorse Simon’s charge 
“that the Shah was irresponsi­ 
ble

On the energy bill, still 
stalled in Congress, he said, “if 
it reaches my desk in its 
present form 1 will have to veto

more than I do,” Simon said in 
appealing to the congressmen 
to get the facts before thfey 
speak out. 
Simon said if a lot of oil were 
entering the country from Arab 
world he would know it. He 
said the U.S. Customs Service 
keeps a very close check on all 
oil imports, whether by ship, 
pipeline, truck or train. 
Oil from tankers is pumped

storage tanks on shore 
where 
it 
is

carefully 
measured under controlled cir­ 
cumstances, Simon said, and 
pipelines have accurate mea­

Kleindienst as attorney general. 
The vote of the Senate was 64 
for confirmation and 19 against. 
Bayh 
also 
voted 
for 
an 
amendment barring the use of 
funds for the purpose of con­ 
ducting aerial bombing in or 
over Vietnam, Laos, or Cam­ 
bodia. The vote of the Senate 
in this instance was 26 in favor 
and 55 against. 
In a bill that was defeated, 
Bayh voted for the expenditure 
of 
$1.8 
billion 
for 
foreign 
military aid and Bangladesh 
relief. 
Bayh gained a great deal of 
publicity for his sponsorship of 
a bill outlawing the sale of 
cheap, 
domestically 
produced 
handguns, commonly known as 
Saturday Night Specials. The 
Senate approved his bill by a 
vote of 68 to 25. 
Most observers fee! that the 
busing issue will be one of the 
focal points in the upcoming 
senatorial race between Bayh 
and Lugar. Bayh is on record 
as favoring busing to achieve 
racial balance. 
In coming to Rush County, 
Bayh will be in a traditionally 
Republican area, but it is in­ 
teresting to note that in the last 
gubernatorial e l e c t i o n the 
Republican candidate, Dr. Otis 
Bowen, received 65 per cent of 
the vote 
cast, while former 
Governor Matt Welsh got 33 per 
cent. An off-year election could 
prove 
to 
be 
even 
closer, 
especially with two well known 
candidates in the race.

Department of 
Commerce, under Orr, and has 
been succeeded by Eldon Camp­ 


bell, Indianapolis, on this job, 
but no replacement had been 
named for his work as fuel 
conservation chief.

However, Watt said Monday 
that he hopes tie work of se­ 
lecting a new fuel conservation 
chief will begin soon.

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OBSCURING HARD FACTS 
Habit is hard to change. For de 
American business and industry have 
habitually been attacked on the political 
theory that the only way to serve the public 
interest is to carry on a perpetual offensive 
against businessmen and the capitalistic 
philosophy. This political theory is bankrupt, 
and the habit of attack for the sake of attack 
must be broken or the country is headed for 
catastrophe. The energy shortage is a case in 
point. 
Charges have been made against the oil 
industry that the shortage of gasoline is an oil 
company conspiracy. It is not, and as one oil 
company executive declares, “Such allega­ 
tions. . .mislead, confuse, and delay a public 
commitment to the positive programs so 
essential to energy adequcy. There is no 
conspiracy to eliminate competition, to drive 
up prices and to weaken environmental 
regulations.” Another oil industry spokes­ 
man adds, “We are deeply concerned that the 
American people may be making govern­ 
ment decisions, business decisions, and 
personal decisions on the assumption that the 
energy shortage is contrived by the oil 
companies. This would be a serious mistake, 
and could lead to a worsening of the energy 
supply problems. Among other things, it 
would cause the public to decide not to 
moderate their use of energy in the belief that 
the problem will soon go away.” 
The public must learn that factors outside 
the industry—not conspiracy within the 
industry—have combined to create the 
present energy supply problems. These 
factors have been emphasized repeatedly by 
energy authorities. They include delays in 
lease sales of Outer Continental Shelf areas 
for petroleum exploration and development, 
court challenges to the Alaska pipeline 
construction, opposition to the construction of 
refineries and other facilities, and lack of a 
coordinated national energy policy which 
reflects a balance between environmental 
concern and energy production. 
These factors are hard facts Every day 
that they continue to be ooscured by the 
political habit of seeking to cure every 
problem by launching a fresh attack on 
business, the greater the disruption to the 
U.S. economic system and the greater 
becomes the danger of a genuinely catastro­ 
phic energy shortage.

American observers and offi­ 
cials are keenly interested in

effect of the current ideological 
cam paign—which is increasing 
in rhetorical intensity but has 
not 
yet 
led 
to 
violence—on 
relations 
between 
the 
United 
States and China. 


Diplomatic Breakthrough 
It has been just two years 
since 
President Nixon 
scored 
the 
diplomatic 
breakthrough 
which has led step-by-step to 
th e point where each country 
has 
the 
equivalent 
of 
an 
em bassy in the capital of the 
other, although they call them 
“ liabur. offices.” 


The Cultural Revolution was 
undertaken because Mao Tse- 
tung,

ra ted into just another massive 
bureaucracy

They seem to think some of the 
younger radical elements have

Many of these western experts 
believe the present ideological 


campaign may w'ell have been 
started by Chou and his middle
